Guericke may be said to have been in advance of his 
age in some of his discoveries, They were not gen- 
erally appreciated at the time because nobody was 
capable of realizing the significance of his experi- 
ments. Lighting by electricity did not become general 
until the close of the nineteenth century yet von 
Guericke demonstrated the possibility. Casting a 
ball of sulpbur jn a glass bowl, he broke the glass, 
extracted the ball of sulphur and mounted it on a 
spindle. By revolving it rapidly and holding the 
hand against it as it spun it was found to glow in a 
darkened room, Another discovery of the greatest 
importance was made at the time, viz: electro-re- 
pulsion, Which eventually led to the further discovery 
that two kinds of electricity exist—the positive and

RETURNS FROM! 
LAST SESSION 


Tells Vancouver People 
They Have Much at 
Stake 


Canadian Press 

VANCOUVER, Nov. 20.—Out of the 
Pacific relations conference held re- 
cently in Kyoto, may come the solu- 
tion of some of the most bitter prob- 
lems of the far east, certainly a better 
understanding between China and 
Japan, Dr, John MacKay of the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba told members of 
the Canadian Club, Tuesday 

Dr, MacKay was a Canadian dele- 
fate at the conference. Members of 
the Canadian delegation realized, Dr 
MacKay said, that the problems of the 
orient were of great moment to this 
dominion, that the cast was a great 
market for Canada The prople of 
Vancouver had more at stake than 
they realized happenings of the 
orient 

Continuing, he explained that Can- 
ada was a very favored country in the 
Orient, and he dwelt at length on the 
remarkable reception accorded this 
dominicn’s delegation in Japan, 
pointing out that at one reception men 
of the highest rank in .Janan, who 
rarely attended any funetlons, were 
present to greet the Canadian repre- 
Sentatives 

There is a sense in Japan of inter- 
dependence between that country and 
Canada, said Dr. MacKay. It was 
this realization, toxether with the fact 
that there was no histov of ancient 
wrongs done by Canada to Japan, that 
advanced the good feeling between the 
eastern island nation and this domin- 
jon 

Japanese watched every word said 
or published about them in this coun- 
try, he explained, and the day the 
conference delegates left ‘Tokyo every 
newspaper carried a front page story 
of an attack made on a Japanese by 
a Canadian

Made Preparations 

I did not investigate the interior of 
tiie canvas covered pile, as there was 
nothing I needed in the way of food 
or clothing, but went about njaking 
preparations for the night, hese 
consisted of kindliiug a fire with my 


bow-drill from the dead interior of a | 


fire-killed jack-pine, birch-bark, and 
grass, There were Mm balsam boughs 
in sight, so spruce twigs were sub- 
stituted. The procedure is to cut 
down a small tree, Drag it to the 
spot where your bed ts to be, and 
cut off the boughs on the spot. The 
snow, of course, is dislodged by the 
cutting process or a couple of sharp 
raps. In this ittstance, since the 
spruce grove was so thick that barely 
&@ quarter of an inch of snow covered 
the mossy surface, I made my “bed” a 
foot and a half thick, 

The next step was to dry my boots 


, before the fire, so that I might sleep 


comfortabiy in them; and the next 
Was to warm up—atd cat—a third of 
the remaining rabbit, By that time 
the sun had set. And darkness comes 
very quickly here in the wood 


plenty of dry wood in the morning 
I put on my boots, covered myself with 
a six-inch blanket of boughs, stuck 
my hands up the sleeves of my moose 
hide shirt, and went to sleep. And I 
was just as warm during the night as 
I have ever been, despite the fact 
that this particular night, judging 
from the ice that formed on the up- 
per, river, was the coldest we have 


Noxt morning I ate another third of 
the rabbit, watmed over the fire, turn- 
ed my shirt and trousers “outside in” 
and set a course for down river. This 
day, October 29, was one of the few 
absolutely clear days that I have seen 
in the last five weeks; the sun shone 
for the entire day, The light, rolling 
clouds above the river made a beau- 
tiful sight and I photographed one 
scene, But when I came to unload 
the plate holder I found that a piece 
of black paper had been placed be- 
tween lens and film, 

Finally Finds Traces 

Up to tkjs time I had seen no 
tracks whatever; not even those of a 
rabbit, But as I continued down the 
river, I found a few bushes from 
which moose had stripped the ends;
